I.— PUBLIC WORKS LOANS. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1886, we have, with the consent of the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, made 2,166 loans, amounting to £808,516 
as against 2,944 for £700,820 in 1884-5, showing a decrease, in number 778, princi- 
pally owing to a falling off in the applications, under the Land Act, 1881, for loans to 
tenants, with an increase in the money applied for of £107,696. 

The following statement shows the twenty different purposes to which the loans for 
the past year, amounting to £808,516, have been allocated.

The above amount includes advances for the following special objects. 

An advance of £30,000 to the Dublin (South) City Market Company, to enable them 
to acquire the house property in George's-street up to Aungier-street, and to take down 
and rebuild old houses, by which the widening of George’s-street will be continued up 
to Aungier-street. This when completed will be a great improvement to the Market 
property, and to the part of the City in which it is situated. 

An advance of £20,000 to the Clonakilty Railway Company on the security of their 
Debenture Capital, and in aid of a gross estimated cost amounting to £60,000. This 
branch line — now nearly completed — is nine miles in length, and connects the pros- 
perous district of Clonakilty with the West Cork Railway system at Gowran, four 
miles west of Bandon . 

An advance of £54,400, to the West Clare Railway Company, which has obtained a 
perpetual guarantee from the county Clare of a 4 per cent, dividend. This line, which 
is 27 miles in length, connects the town of Ennis and the Waterford and Limerick 
Railway with Miltown-Malbay, and passes through a district which stands in great need 
of railway accommodation. 

An advance of £100,000 to the Dublin Corporation ; £72,000 to be applied to stone 
paving, and £28,000 to wood paving ; the former being repayable in 20, and the latter 
in 12 years. 

We now proceed to offer some remarks on the various classes of loan sanctions, 
which are more or less in continuation of former reports, pointing out the progress 
made in the past year, together with any alterations, which have received the approval 
of ^your Lordships, in the terms and conditions under which advances are now made. 

The first of these is in regard to the Labourers Dwellings in Towns Acts. 

These advances have hitherto been made in pursuance of the provisions of the Act 
29 and 30 Vic., cap. 44, which enables us to advance half the estimated cost of 
the buildings and of the value of the site in ordinary cases, or the whole amount if 
sufficient collateral security is given, to be repaid in any term of years not exceeding 
40, with interest at 4 per cent. 

The Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1885, amends and extends the provisions 
of this Act, and authorizes that, until 31st December, 1888, the advances shall bear 
such rate of interest, not less than £3 2s. 6d. per cent., as Your Lordships may from 
time to time be. pleased to authorize as being sufficient to enable such loans to be made 
without loss to the Exchequer. 
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In pursuance of this power the following rates of interest have been fixed by Tour 
Lordships, and are now in operation, viz. : —

The term of years is not to exceed forty, except the advance is made to local 
authorities and is well secured by rates. The sanctions for the year under these Acts 
amount to £50,755, against £38,672 in the previous year. But, from the inquiries 
which are now being made by the public, there is every probability that much heavier 
demands will be preferred during the period these low rates of interest remain in 
operation. 

The Glebe Loan Act which first passed in 1870, has had its operations continued by 
various renewal Acts, the last of which received the Royal Assent on the 29th March, 
1886 extending the provisions of the Act to 31st December, 1888. Up to the 31st 
March last, we had advanced on account of such loans, £374,662, to 864 borrowers, of 
these 244, for £116,549, were for glebes in connexion with the Irish Church; 393, for 
£190,099, to the Roman Catholic Church ; 184, for £59,089, to the Presbyterian Church ; 
and 43 for £14,589 to the Wesleyan and other denominations. During the year 57 
loans, for £18,791, have been granted, against 45 loans, for £L 7,4 18, in the previous 
year. 

Sanitary works on a considerable scale under the provisions of the Public Health Act 
continue to be carried out by various Sanitary Boards by means of money borrowed 
from the Public Works Loan Fund, Ireland. The total advances made by us for this 
purpose amount to £1,242,165, including £153,960 advanced within the year 1885-86. 
During the past year 51 loans, for £165,480, were granted, as compared with 45 loans, 
for £144,252, in 1884-85. This sum is in course of being applied to the following

By minute dated 29th March, 1885, Your Lordships have been pleased to alter and 
reduce the rates of interest formerly authorised for loans for sanitary purposes, as 
follows: —

With the clear understanding that if the value of money should rise it will be necessary 
to increase the rates of interest on future loans accordingly. 

For the purpose of Arterial Drainage 8 loans have been made during the year for 
£77,226, which includes a loan of £50,000 for the completion of . the Louo-h Erne 
drainage works, and four other supplemental loans amounting to £4,098. Provision is 
also made for three new districts, the works of which have been recently commenced, 
viz. Upper Morning Star, £5,860; Ballyteigue and Kilmore, £11,620; and Cashen 
River, £5,648. 

The cash advances for these and other works during the year amount to £55,110 
making a total of £636,501 issued to Drainage Boards since the passing of the 
Act, 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 88, for carrying out such works by those bodies interested in 
them. This amount, added to the expenditure on similar works under the Act, 5 and 6 
Vic., cap. 89, viz. : — £2,390,613 gives a total expenditure byway of loans and free grants 
for arterial drainage works of £3,027,114. 

The total area drained by these works amounts to 343,305 acres. The area of districts 

B 
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the works of which are in progress includes 50,274 acres ; and the area of districts in 
which the Provisional Orders have been made, which have not yet been commenced, 
contains 7,907 acres. , 

The operations of the past year under the Land Improvement Acts show a large 
reduction on the transactions of previous years. The number of loans authorised, being 
227 for £69,690, as compared with 335 for £10^2 05. during 1884-85. This falling off 
maybe accounted for in some measure by the facilities given to tenant farmers to 
borrow under the 31st section of the Land Law Act of 1881, but it is scarcely to be 
doubted that the result is also due to the disinclination of landlords,, under altered 
circumstances, to incur fresh charges against their estates, excepting in cases where 
they are themselves in occupation of the lands. The total advances made for this 
purpose, including those from the Church Funds (£920,995), now amount to £4,735,581. 

Under the 31st Section of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, we have also to report 
a decrease in the number and amount of applications for loans to tenant farmers. In 
the past year 1,434 such loans were made for £107,440 ; against 2,150 for £171,202, in 
1884-85, and 3.498 for £284,905 in 1883-84.- I t is difficult to account for such a falling 
off at this early stage in these proceedings, when it is considered how few, compara- 
tively, of the large number of tenants who are entitled to borrow, have up to the present 
taken any steps to do so. 

A certain check has, no doubt, been put on the applications by its becoming known, 
that the inquiries as to title and the solvency of the applicants are such as to deter those, 
who cannot show themselves to be in the position to prove this satisfactorily ; added 
to which there is the requirement, which experience has shown to be most necessary, ot 
requesting the proposed borrower to produce his rent receipts for the latest gale days, 
which has also stood in the way of many applications. Since the Act came into 
operation 7,610 loans have been authorized amounting to £640,087, in respect of which 
£486,914 has been advanced, including £115,643 in the current year. 

The total advances made by us during the 41 years, up to the 31st March, 1886, 
including grants in aid, and loans received from individuals on debentures for the 
improvement of lands in the three services referred to above, viz., Arterial Drainage 
Land Improvement by Landlords and Tenants amount to £8,255,745. 

In our Report for 1883—84, we first called attention to the Labourers (Ireland.) Act, 
1883, which authorized us to make loans to sanitary authorities for the erection of 
dwellings for agricultural labourers, the advances to be secured by the rates of the 
district embraced in each improvement scheme. We then stated that these loans were 
to be repaid in any period not exceeding 35 years, with interest as regulated by 
Treasury Minute of the 16th August, 1879. By a subsequent Minute, dated 29th 
September, 1 885, and in pursuance of powers vested in your Lordships by the Act 
42 & 43 Vic., cap. 77, to fix interest at the rate on which loans can be advanced without 
loss to the Exchequer, the following amended terms were granted, viz. : — 

Repayable within 35 years, interest at 3|- per cent.

but on the clear understanding that if the value of money rises it will be needful 
to revert to higher rates. 

Before granting loans on these favourable terms your Lordships have further directed 
that due consideration must be given to the valuation and indebtedness of the area ori 
which each loan is secured. 

Prior to March 1885, 19 schemes, embracing loans to 167 Electoral Divisions for 
£84,738, were made, and in the year to 31st March, 1886, 19 schemes, containing 
226 Electoral Divisions, the sum of £136,589 was granted, making a total authorization 
of £221,327, to 393 Electoral Divisions. This sum will probably provide for the erection 
of not more than 2,200 houses, and falls far short of the number of applications received 
more than a year ago by the Local Government Board, viz., 4,186 houses at an estimated 
cost of £418,000 

The abstract at p. 8 shows that 15 loans for £5,049 have been granted under the Non- 
Vested National Schools and Training Colleges Act, 1884, but this limited operation of 
the Act can. scarcely be taken as an index of the future requirements, when the 
facilities granted under it become more widely known and appreciated. 

We beg, in conclusion of this summary of our loan proceedings, to call attention to 
an Act passed in the last Session of Parliament to facilitate the building, enlargement, 
and maintenance of Industrial Schools in Ireland, which enables us to make loans for 
this purpose to Grand Juries of [Counties or to the Town Councils of the Boroughs of 
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Dublin, Limerick, and Cork. This power can only be exercised after the consent of the 
Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant has been obtained. The amounts borrowed 
can then be charged on any rates these bodies can present fox 1 , or on any property 
belonging to the Town Councils. No loan made by us is to exceed £5,000, the 
repayment of which may extend over 35 years with interest at 3| per cent. 

The Public Works Loan Act, 1885, grants to us for all the purposes which since the 
Act of 1877, are provided for out of the Public Works Loan Fund, Ireland, a Vote of 
Credit of £1,500,000 for 1885-86. 

Church Fund Loans. 

The advances out of the £1,500,000 authorized to be made by the Relief of Distress 
Acts of 1880, out of the Irish Church Funds amount to £1,267,308, including £2,854 
made in the past year. The various loan accounts sanctioned out of this Fund are 
nearly all closed, and the future advances, if any, will not add very much to this total. 
The total Principal repayments in the year amounted to £36,936, and the Interest 
payments to £10,152. The balance of Principal outstanding on 31st March, 1886, 
and repayable to the Church Fund being £1,120,322. 

Advances and Repayments. 

The advances to Borrowers in the year out of moneys issued from the Consolidated 
Fund, were £718,573, and from the Church Fund £2,854, making a total of £721,427 
as compared with £776,126 in 1884-85. 

The total of all our loan advances since the year 1817, to 31st March, 1886, 
amounts to £35,508,138. (As a matter of general interest, we desire to draw attention 
to a statement in the Appendix A, No. 9, showing the progress of this fund from 
year to year since 1817 down to the present time.)

The repayments in the year, namely, £527,533, were thus less .than those of the 
year preceding when they amounted to £562,874, the decrease arising from diminished 
l’eceipts under the Seed Supply Act.

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We regret to find that the amount in arrear has increased largely in the past year. 

It therefore becomes necessary for us to offer some observations on each class. 

The arrear on Public Works Loans, £ 9 , 966 , covers a large number of distinct services, 
and arises on 37 cases out of a total of over 1,400 loans, £8,330 of which occurs on 
loans to Harbours, some of which being guaranteed by counties cannot be repaid until 
the next succeeding assize after the Presentment has been made. With these and similar 
exceptions the result on this head may be considered as generally satisfactory. 

The Public Health'Act Loans show a total arrear of £7,254. This arises to the 
extent of £ 5 , 671 , on the loans made to the Wexford and Waterford Corporations and 
Ennis Union owing, respectively, £3,775, £665, and £1,231. In the case of Wexford 
Corporation, proceedings by way of mandamus were instituted by the Board, to avoid 
which, the Corporation have now agreed, with Your Lordships permission, to take such 
measures as will discharge the debt in about four years. 

The arrears on Railway Loans which in 1885 were £125,764, viz: — £58,540 on account 
of principal, and £67,224 due in respect of interest, have increased to £85,827 and 
£75,823, respectively, or to a total of £161,647. The security for these advances except 
in two cases where a Baronial Guarantee has been given mainly depends on the revenue 
of the lines after the payment thereout of all working expenses. The balance of interest 
outstanding is therefore generally attributable, to the insufficiency of the revenue of 
the special lines on which arrears arise, to meet this charge. In all such cases the 
Companies, are necessarily unable to raise money by the issue of Debenture Stock to 
repay the instalments of principal as they become due, and in some cases where the 
burplus Revenue is sufficient to discharge the interest and even to pay a dividend on share 
capital a similar inability has arisen unless the Companies are prepared to issue such 
debentures at an unduly high rate of interest. 

The arrears on loans advanced for the improvement of lands show a large increase on 
the former year, viz. £77,967 against £54,173, in 1884-85. The following table 
shows how these outstanding charges have been growing during the past seven years.

The recovery of the instalments of the large advances in 1880 for the supply of seed 
m nearly every Union in Ireland amounting in the aggregate to £647,563 has to a 
great extent in consequence of the distress in the Western unions been temporarily 
suspended ; the outstanding’ balance has been reduced by recoveries (amountino - to 
£40,157), to £61,464, of this balance, £27,957, being the balance of seed rate collected, 
is now. payable, . and the repayment of the remaining sum of £33,507, under Your 
Lordships authority has been postponed until April, 1887. 

Outstanding Balances. 

The outstanding balances which at the end of March, 1885, amounted to £7,388,114, 
have by the operations of the year just ended increased to £7,796,956, viz. an in- 
crease of £408,842

To secure that the loans sanctioned shall be applied to the erection of such dwellings 
as come fairly within the scope of the Acts, and are in every respect suitable to the 
means and requirements of the labouring classes, it is made a condition with the 
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borrower that the rents to be charged are not to exceed certain specified sums, such 
rents being fixed on consideration of the locality and the class of labourers, for whom 
accommodation is required.

The amount 
issued during the same period was £115,643, making with the issues in previous years 
the sum of £486,914, advanced to tenant occupiers under this section. 

The causes which have operated to prevent the success of some of the applications 
are chiefly failure to show title and insufficiency of the value of the holdings to provide 
adequate security for the advances sought.

But as from these services we have derived rents, tolls, fees, &c., amounting to £15,085, 
of which the sum of £14,246 has been paid or will be paid over to Her Majesty’s Ex- 
chequer in aid of Revenue — the net charge amounts to £299,559. 

Public Buildings. 

General Observations, 

The maintenance of the several buildings in the Board’s charge, together with such 
minor alterations and supplies of furniture and fittings as were necessary, have been 
duly attended to, and the authorized allowances of Fuel and Light provided. 

The following new works and important alterations have been carried 'out during 
the year. 

I. Naval and Military Buildings ; Coast Guard Stations. — The new stations in North 
‘and South Arran Islands, the progress of which was necessarily slow from the difficulty 
of access, have been completed and occupied. The new station at Arklow, County 
Wicklow, is nearly finished, but that at Malahide, County Dublin, has been delayed, 
owing to the failure of the Contractor. Progress has been made with the new station 
at Liscannor, County Clare, and the additional houses at Moville, County Donegal. 

State and Official Residences. — The extensive alterations and improvements in the 
drainage works and sanitary arrangements at the official residences in the Phoenix Park 
and Dublin Castle, have been carried out to completion. 

Metropolitan Police. — The addition to the Kill-o’-the-Grange and Terenure stations, 
have been completed. 

Royal Irish Constabulary. — The new barracks at Stirrupstown, County .Meath, and 
Oola, County Limerick, and the works for the conversion of the old military barracks 
at Clonakilty, County Cork, and Cashel, County Tipperary, have been completed, and 
contracts have been entered into and progress made with the works at the new barracks 
at Galway, Portadown, County Armagh, and Dingle, County Kerry. 

bund, rum Criminal Lunatic Asylum. — The works for the better security of the 
patients and for the enlargement of the dining hall, have been carried out. 
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National Education Buildings. 

The several additions and alterations to the Metropolitan Department and Model 
Schools, have been completed. 

Owing to the withdrawal of opposition to the placing of schools under the National 
Education Board, the demands for grants for new schools still continue to increase, and 
though no expense is sanctioned in the erection of these schools, but that which is 
necessary to secure sound construction and efficiency in working, the large number of 
cases involves a very considerable annual outlay. The following schedule shows the 
amount of the grants made for ordinary literary schools during each of the last five years —

During the past year the Commissioners of National Education have notified grants 
in aid of building 109 new schools, and of structural alterations and improvements at 
fi8 others. A considerable amount of work for which grants were made in former 
years, has also been carried out. . 

Five grants have been made for building, &c., teachers’ residences in connection with 
vested schools, but since loans have been sanctioned for the erection of such residences, 
but few applications have been received for grants which are limited to one-half of the 
cost, and not in any case exceeding £100. 

Revenue Department, Customs. 

The redistribution of the offices in the Belfast Custom House has been postponed in 
consequence of the new offices for the Postal Department not having been completed as 
early as was anticipated. 

Post Offices. 

The new Post Office at Belfast has been completed, and such progress made with the 
fittings and fixtures as will ensure the building being occupied early in the current year. 
Considerable progress has been made with the new building at Galway, and with the 
alterations in progress for extending the accommodation afforded by the General Post 
Office, Dublin. These later works are necessarily spread over a considerable time, as the 
occupation of the building cannot be interrupted, and the works must be carried out in 
succession. 

Depositories for Parochial Records. 

Act 39 & 40 Vic., c. 58. 

Under the provisions of this Act, inspections of proposed Repositories have been 
made in 21 cases, and reports thereon forwarded to the Deputy Keeper of Records. 

Parks and Gardens. 

The Phoenix Park — The several buildings, roads, plantations, &c.; have, been satis- 
factorily maintained, and the People’s Garden continues to be much appreciated by the 
public as a place of recreation. 

St. Stephens-green Park, 40 & 41 Vic., c. 134 (Local), has been .maintained m good 
order, and is frequented by a large and increasing number of visitors of all ages and 

C ^The Curragh of Kildare— The official residence of the Deputy Ranger of the Curragh 
has been maintained in an efficient state. 


Royal Harbours. 

Kingstown. 

The works at this harbour have been maintained in good order during the year. The 
dredging out of the guardship’s berth has been completed, and the deepening of 
the western side of the coal quay continued. 18,411 tons of silt have been dredged out 
of the harbour during the year. 
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Water has been supplied to H. M’s. ships, the vessels of the Irish Lights Board, 
yachts, and trading- vessels, and 1,485 tons of ballast to the latter. 

The raising of the platforms of the Mail Packet Pier, under agreement between 
Her Majesty’s Postmaster-General and the City of Dublin Steam Packet Company, was 
completed within the time fixed by the agreement, and sundry other works consequent on 
this alteration were executed. The Managing Director of the Steam Packet Company 
has expressed his entire satisfaction as to the manner in which the work has been done, 
the rapidity with which it was completed, and the very small amount of inconvenience 
experienced during the time it was in progress. 

Her Majesty’s ship, Assistance, accidentally came into collision (stem on) with the 
Victoria Wharf,, causing very considerable damage, which has been repaired.

The number of vessels arriving for trading purposes was 299 and the dues paid on 
their tonnage amounted to £1,598 10s. 10 d. A very large increase over former years 
is noticeable in the number of trawlers and fishing vessels using the harbour, which 
is caused. by the fact that the fleet of boats engaged in the summer herring fishery now 
frequent it more than formerly. 

PIowth Harbour, County Dublin. 

We have again to report that the works of this harbour received no damage whatever 
during the past year, their maintenance and renewal have been carried on as usual. 
The berths along the W est Pier have been deepened, and notwithstanding most unfavour- 
able weather, a large quantity of boulders and shingle, which was from time to time 
carried into the entrance by the sea, has been removed. 

One new fish store, constructed in concrete, has been erected on the East Pier, two 
others are being built, and will be ready for use during the ensuing fishing season. 
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The herring fishery still continues to decline, the quantity captured being only 2,477 
mease, which were sold at an average price of 32s. 6d. In the previous year the 
quantity was 6,340, and the average price was 34s. per mease. 

The number of fishing boats which entered the harbour during the year was 393, 
viz. : — From England, 14; Scotland, 311 ; Ireland, 65; and Isle of Man, 3. 

The imports, consisting of coals, salt, and cement, amounted to 3,785 tons, and the 
exports of 641 barrels of fish. 

Dunmore, County Waterford. 

The works at this harbour were maintained in good order during the year. On the 
7th March, 1886, a storm from the southward, which continued during three days, did 
considerable damage to the sea slope, which will be made good during the current year. 

Fifty-one large fishing cutters (30 Irish and 21 English) frequented the harbour. 
They were engaged in trawling in deep water off the harbour, and were fairly successful. 

Twelve open yawls (4 Irish and 8 Scotch), were engaged in long line fishing, but were 
not very successful in consequence of the scarcity of bait. 

The herring fishing was more successful, 150 first class boats fished during the season, 
of which 70 were Irish ; 40 Cornish; 20 Scotch ; and 20 Manx. 

The quantity of herrings sold was 16,865 mease at 30s. per mease, 3,000 mackerel at 
5s., and 2,203 pilchard at 2s. 

The lobster fishermen did very fairly, the price being 5 d. per lb. 

Donaghadee Harbour, County Down. 

The works at this harbour consisted of the usual repairs and maintenance. A quantity 
of about 150 tons of heavy rubble, carried in between the pier head by storms, was 
removed by divers. On the 3rd of December a violent storm set in from the S.E. 
causing much injury to the toe of the sea slope of the northern pier for a length of 
130 feet. All materials are, on the ground, and the necessary repairs will be made as 
soon as the state of the weather permits. 

Ardglass, County Down. 

The works undertaken by authority of Ardglass Harbour Act were completed on the 
50th of September last. During the year extensive repairs were made to the works of 
both the new and old harbours, both of -which have been kept in good order. Your 
Lordships have authorized us to submit an annual sum in the estimates for the repairs 
and maintenance of the works, and that the receipts for tolls be paid into the exchequer, 
as in the case of the other Royal Harbours. 


Inland Navigations. 

River Maigue Navigation. 

The bridge, quays, and river banks have been kept in good order, and the collector’s 
house has been repaired. 

Ulster Canal and Tyrone Navigation. 

The works executed during the past year were limited to repairs incidental to the 
maintenance of the works, viz. : — Repairs of lock-gates and bridges, the cleansing of 
the canal and feeders, and the raising of the banks where subsidence had taken place. 

A Bill was introduced during the last session of Parliament, the object of which 
was to provide for the transfer of the navigation to the Lagan Canal Company (on 
certain conditions) which, however, did not become law. 


Royal University Buildings. 

The contract for the additions and structural alterations of the existing buildings was 
entered into on the 21st August, 1884. In the existing buildings provision is made 
for the official business of the University, the keeping of its records, the meeting of 
Senate and Convocation, Library and Museum Rooms for Examiners, Waiting, Retiring, 
and Refreshment Rooms for Male and Female Candidates, and eight Examination Halls, 
accommodating from 20 to 200 students each. 

The additions consist of Halls for Technical examinations in Chemistry, Physics, 
Physiology, Anatomy, and Biology. 

The several works are almost complete, and considerable progress has been made in 
providing the fittings of the several departments. 
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New Museum of Science and Art Buildings. 

At the close of last year the Board reported that the design for these buildings had 
been approved, and the necessary steps were then being taken to invite tenders for the 
execution of the work. 

Owing to the large extent and ornate character of the proposed buildings, the pre- 
paration of the detailed drawings for contract and the bills of quantities required for 
those persons who proposed to tender for the work occupied considei'able time, and it 
was not until J uly last that the Board were in a position to call for tenders for the 
work. In response to the invitation which was then issued, a very satisfactory com- 
petition took place, 45 tenders were received, and that of the Messrs. J. and W. Beckett 
of Dublin, was accepted, with whom the contract was at once entered into, and 
considerable progress has since been made with the Museum building. 

Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin.— The enlargement of the shed at the back of the Palm 
House has been completed. 

Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1882 . 

45 & 46 Vic., cap. 73. 

The following steps have been taken for the preservation and protection of the 
monuments included in the schedule attached to the above Act. 

Bowtli Rath.— The owners of this monument, the trustees of the Netterville Charity, 
having vested it in the Commissioners, considerable explorations have been made, the’ 
result of which is that several new chambers have been discovered in the rath in which 
some objects of interest have been found. 

Lough Crew (Mm).— This extensive ancient burying-ground, which has also been 
vested m the Commissioners by the proprietor, J. L. Naper, is one of great interest, 
and the necessary works for the preservation of the several monuments in connection 
with it are in progress. 

Glen Maulin, Donegal.— These stone monuments and groups of sepulchral cists have 
been vested in the Commissioners by the Messrs. Musgrave, and arrangements are being 
made for building enclosing walls for their protection. 

Carroivmore, in Sligo, has also been vested in t the Commissioners by the owner, the Earl 
of Erne, and the works necessary for their preservation will be carried out immediately. 

Wardstoivn, in Meath— These earth works consist of simple undulations in the ground 
and no works of protection will be necessary. 

Careful inspections have been made of several of the other monuments included in 
the schedule attached to the Act ; in some instances it has been ascertained that the 
owners who take much interest in the structures have made such ai’rangements as they 
considered necessary for their preservation, and have- declined to transfer the guardian- 
ship to the Commissioners, and of course in such cases no necessity arises for taking any 
action in regard to them. In all other instances the Commissioners are taking°such 
steps as are deemed necessary for the protection of the monuments. 


III.— MISCELLANEOUS OR NON-VOTED SERVICES. 

This last division of our duties -comprises a variety of services placed under our con- 
trol or management in pursuance of several Acts of Parliament. 

Though numerous, some of them are of only casual occurrence, and therefore do not 
form the subject of any special remai’ks. 

1 hose on which special reports follow are arterial di - ainage works, where, except in 
the matter of occasional maintenance, our functions, in addition to making loan advances 
are confined to advice to Drainage Trustees and Boards, in making awards for completed 
works, to distribute the proper proportion of charges-among the proprietors of land in 
each district, and, when called upon to do so, to increase the rents of tenants in respect of 
these improvements. l 

We are charged with a variety of duties in connexion with fishery piers and harbours 
which are constructed by Government grants and contributions from counties, and 
others locally interested in these works. This duty is not confined to new works but- 
to the very numerous piers which have been constructed from time to time by Government 
aid since the year 1820, and which, although vested in counties, frequently require the 
direct interference of Government, either in the matter of repairs or otherwise. 

I he operations on ihis service, as the report shows, have been largely increased by 

nrLSAlfh ? Parliament of £250 000, out of the Irish Church Funds under the 
piovisions ot the Sea, Fisheries Ireland Act, 1883.

1885-86.] COMMISSIONERS OF PUBLIC WORKS, IRELAND. 

In connexion with this branch of our duties there are special harbour works, from 
time to time, authorized, such as Arklow Harbour, in the county of Wicklow, where 
certain baronies in the county have supplemented a grant of £15,000 from the Consoli- 
dated Fund by a contribution of £20,000, the repayment of which is to be distributed 
Over, a period of forty years, and also in the case of Kinsale Harbour a Government 
Grant of £7,500 is aided by a large contribution of £10,500 from the funds of the 
Harbour Commissioners. 

Our extensive loan operations lead sometimes to the necessity of our taking over and 
completing works which have been commenced by borrowers, who have failed in their 
execution. In this way we have lately, in view of protecting the interests of the 
Exchequer, been obliged to place a Receiver over the dues of Galway Harbour, and to 
take possession of the Southern Railway which connects Thurles with Clonmel. 

The administration of the Shannon and other navigations in Ireland, whether 
maintained from their own funds, as in the case of the Shannon, or partly by votes of 
Parliament, involve considerable care and attention. 

ike next class of duties embraced in this division is the administration of two special 
loan, funds, one the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund, including ten distinct funds, 
applicable to the counties named hereafter in this Report. The funds of the eight 
maritime counties being applied to the purpose of loans to aid fishermen in buying 
boats, gear, nets, or in creating oyster beds ; and in the case of two inland counties, 
Roscommon and Tipperary, to works of general utility. 

The .Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund, which was handed over to us, in pursuance of an Act 
passed in 1884, is applicable for Fishery Loans in all the maritime counties of Ireland, a 
preference being given to those counties which are not in possession of any special fund. 

Another important branch of this division is the care and preservation of 137 
National Ecclesiastical structures which have been vested in us from time to time, and 
are maintained out of a grant of £50,000 allocated for the purpose out of the Irish 
Church Funds in pursuance of the Irish Church Act, 1869. 

Certain duties in connexion with the Grand Jury system of Ireland still devolve on 
us, the principal of which are the occasional repair of Post Roads, the examination of 
County Surveyors’ Assistants, the building of bridges between counties, and other 
miscellaneous duties. 

. The Report also show's that we are charged with certain duties in connexion with 
Limited Owners’R esidences, Arbitrations under the Railways Ireland Act, and inaiding the 
Local Government Board with certain financial duties connected with Emigration, Relief 
of Distress, and also carrying out the duties of the Board of Control of Lunatic Asylums. 

.A full report of the proceedings taken by us in connexion with the Tramways and 
Light Railways of Ireland, both under former Acts and under the Tramways and Public 
Companies Act of 1883, are also appended. 

The receipts and expenditure incurred under the Miscellaneous Services are detailed 
in the Appendix A 5, A 6, and A 7, and amount. to £172,869 and £166,504, respectively, 
as against £114,750 and £131,712 , in the year to 31st March, 1885.

The total number of applications received from the passing of the first of these Acts 
in the year 1S63 to the 31st of March, 1886, is ninety, including four received during 
the year 1885-86, viz. : — 

The Glasheen River, county Cork — The Upper Nanny River, county Meath — The 
Greanagh River, county Limerick — The Follistown, county Meath. 

The preliminary inquiries are being proceeded with in these cases. 

The Assents having been received, Provisional Orders were made for : — 

The Glasheen River, county Cork ; the Upper Nanny River, county Meath ; the 
Greanagh River, county Limerick ; and Bills to confirm the Provisional Orders have 
been sent to the Treasury, to be brought before Parliament. 

Acts of Parliament were passed last Session to confirm Provisional Orders for : — 
The Morning Star River, county Limerick — The Casken River, county Kerry — 
— The Ballyteigue and Kilmore, county Wexford. 
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The works have been in progress in the following districts : — 

River Suck, counties Galway and Roscommon ; Lough and River Erne, Diainage 
and Navigation, Counties of Fermanagh, Cavan, Monaghan and Donegal ; River Lerr, 
counties Kildare and Carlow ; Milford, county Cork ; Hogan’s Pass, county Tipperary ; 
Owenroe and Moynalty, county Meath ; and Nanny River, county Meath. 

No loan has yet been applied for in the case of the Cahermone district, in the county 
of Cork, for which the Provisional Order Confirmation Act was obtained on the 2nd 
April, 1882. 

A schedule of the final awards made under these Acts will be found in the appendix. 

The total area of land drained or improved in the thirty-nine districts in Avhich final 
awards have been made, is 74,884 statute acres, and the total cost chargeable thereto 
amounts to £463,463. This has been in addition to the works of the 121 districts, carried 
out under the Act 5 & 6 Vic., c. 89, and the Acts amending it, between the years 1843 
and 1860, on which an expenditure of £2,390,612 was incurred, of which £70,201 was 
for works chargeable to counties; £141,073 a free grant; £1,206,312 remitted; and 
£1,043,227 made repayable by annuitv or otherwise, by which 266,736 acres were drained 
or improved. 


Drainage Maintenance Act, 1866. 

29 & 30 Vic., cap. 49. 

The necessary preliminaries having been completed, loans have been sanctioned by 
your Lordships for carrying out the needed works of maintenance in the Fergus District, 
Counties Clare and Galway ; Shinrone, King’s County ; and Dunmoran, County Sligo. 

The works for maintenance of the Ballinderry drainage district, in the county of 
Westmeath, were commenced, and completed during the year. 

Under Your Lordships’ special sanction, a sum of £194 2s. has been expended on the 
improvement of the Hind River, in the county of Roscommon. 


Increased Rents in respect of Drainage Charges. 

During the past year 12 applications were received from Proprietors for increased 
rents to be paid by the tenants in respect of lands improved by drainage, embracing 
86 holdings ; 61 being tenants from year to year, and 25 leaseholders; and meetings 
have been held by us to determine the amounts. 


Railway Clauses Consolidation Act. 

8 Vic., cap. 20, s. 25. 

Plans, sections, and schedules were received during the year in two cases, viz. : 

The Cavan, Leitrim, and Roscommon Light Railway, and the Schull and Skibbereen 
Tramway and Light Railway. 

In the first case the certificate provided for by the Act has been given. In the second 
an examination of the line has been made. 


Drainage of River Barrow District. 

On the 4th August, 1884 our chief engineer furnished a preliminary report upon this 
dMjnol^-whlob was presented to the House of Commons by order dated the 7th August 
1884; but it was not till the 16th of June following, that Mr. Thomas FitzGerald 
furnished his report on the valuation of the district, which -was delayed by the flooded 
state of the district, and the extended nature of the inquiry. Simultaneously we 
received the final report of our engineer, and both documents were shortly after 
forwarded to the Commission appointed to inquire into the drainage of the district. 
Both officers were subsequently examined at several of the meetings of the Commis- 

bnth e Hnn«°c Tp® V IT r L on 4,16 1Sth Feb ™“7. 1886, which was presented to 
both Houses of Parliament by the command of Her Majesty. 
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In this Report they observe : — 

“ That the best method of dealing with the question at issue would be to recommend the introduction of a 
“ special Act of Parliament, dealing with the drainage scheme as proposed by Mr. Maiming, c.e., as a whole, 
“ but extended in and about Athy, in accordance with the suggestions made by Mr. Commissioner Hassard, c.e., 
“ report ; providing for the immediate execution of the works recommended by the majority of the 

“ Commissioners ; and that the Act should contain provisions enabling those proprietors interested in the 
“ drainage of the tributaries at their own option to deal with those tributaries, either as immediate parts of the 
“ whole or as subsequent and subsidiary parts of the entire scheme. 

“ That a general Board of Management should be created to supervise and control the works, with reference 
“ to the Board of "Works as a controlling body. 

“ That this Board be composed of those interested in the districts affected. That in the event of any 
“ tributary district not utilising the new outfall which will be given by the works on the main rivers, that such 
“ district should not be considered to be contributory to, or subject to the management of the central Board. 

“ That any tributary district desirous to co-operate in the main scheme of works should be entitled to take 
“ such course, and .thereby become immediately contributory and subject to the central Board of Management. 

“ That should any tributary district prefer to undertake and carry out the drainage works in that district, 
“ under the provisions of the Drainage Acts, and subsequent to the main drainage works, it shall be entitled 
“ to do so, but from the date of the commencement of such works, and the utilization of the main drainage for 
“ its outfall, such district must become contributory to such general rates as may be hereinafter specified and 
“ arranged, and subject to the Board of Management in all matters having reference to the utilization of the 
“ main drainage works by that particular tributary.” 


Fishery Piers and Harbours Maintenance, under the Act 16 & 17 Vic., c. 136. 

An expenditure of £87 105. 2 cl. was made on six Piers and Slips, particulars of which 
will be found in the appendix to this report (p. 55). 

With regard to the case of the Donegal Piers referred to ip our last report, His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant ordered an inspection thereof by Mr. Thomas Stevenson, 
f.r.s.e., an eminent Scotch engineer. This report was presented to both Houses of 
Parliament by command of Her Majesty, and to which we beg leave to refer. (See 
Appendix, p. 72

have been finished, viz. : — Tonatanvally, Carnsore, and Carrowmore. 

Your Lordships have not sanctioned any further expenditure under these Acts. 


Sea Fisheries- (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

Of the thirty-six works enumerated in the table at page 25 of our Annual Report for 
1884-5, five have been completed, twenty-nine are under construction, and are in 
different states of progress, and two, viz. : — Dingle Lighthouse and Passage East Harbour 
(which were not sanctioned at the close of the past financial year, but which have been 
since approved) have not been commenced. The first awaits a reply Rom the Harbour 
Commissioners as to the site, and the second for the receipt of tenders due on the 12th 
day of May. In addition to the foregoing the construction of twenty-two other works 
has been sanctioned. Of these nineteen are under construction, one has been let by 
contract, and in three cases the necessary preliminaries to calling for tenders are in a 
forward state. 

At the close, of the financial year, the construction of fifty-seven works (see annexed 
index map) estimated to cost £235,089, has been sanctioned by your lordships, and a 
sum of £75,891 has been expended. 

The past winter has been exceptionally severe, and the works in progress were 
retarded by the state of the weather. 

In view of the strong representations made to us of the great distress existing along 
the coast, we ordered twenty works to be executed by day’s labour, under the imme- 
diate supervision of the Board’s, officers, so as to avoid the delay, which the calling for 
tenders and entering into contracts would have involved. We are glad to be able to 
state that during the winter, no serious damage has been done to any of the works 
under construction, although in some cases the contractors have had injury done to their 
plant, &c., by the sea.

Arklow Harbour, County Wicklow. 

During the year the damage done to the works in the winter of 1884-5 was made 
good, and an additional length of 122 feet of the Southern pier constructed ; leaving 
only a length of 120 feet of that pier to be completed. 

On the 8th of January last, Messrs. Stevenson and Stoney, mm.i.c.e., made a report 
to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant on the state of the works, which was presented 
to both Houses of Parliament, by Command of Her Majesty, and which contained 
some recommendations (amongst others), as to the manner of completing the length of 
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]20 feet above mentioned. We have not as yet received your Lordships decision on 
those recommendations, but we have been authorized to proceed with 60 feet of that 
length in which no change in the mode of construction already adopted was made. 
And the contractor has received orders accordingly. (See Appendix, p. 70.) 

Kinsale Harbour. 

The works at this Harbour have been carried on with energy during the past 
year, and a considerable length of the quay has been opened for traffic, which has been 
gladly taken advantage of by vessels frequenting the harbour. Considerable subsidence 
took place in the quay wall — which was anticipated — but the settlement was eyen, and 
caused no fracture in the concrete work. The situation of the quay and pier is so 
sheltered that no danger need be apprehended from the sea. There are no other cir 
cumstances connected with the harbour which at present call for observation. 

Clare Slob Reclamation. 

The serious damage to the work which occurred on the 4th November, 1884, and 
which was mentioned in our last annual report, has been made good, and it is expected 
that the entire embankment from end to end will be finished before the end of June in 
the present year. 

Shannon Navigation. 

The piers and quays on the Lower Shannon have been kept in good order. At 
Kildysert, a new floating stage has been built, and is now placed in position. 

On the upper division (extending from Lough Allen to Limerick, the works of the 
navigation have been well maintained. 

The buoys and beacons on the lakes and river were all painted and overhauled, and 
renewed where necessary. 

The Swivel-bridge at Athlone, the iron work of which was damaged by the passing 
of a heavy traction engine, was repaired. A new set of tail gates for Victoria Lock, 
Meeliclc, have been framed, and will be put in place as soon as the state of the weather 
permits. Two breast-gates at Moyes Lock and one at Drumaleague Lock were 
renewed ; as well as the tail gates and sill of the tidal lock at Limerick. 

Lower Boyne Navigation, 

The works of this navigation have been maintained in good order during the year. 
The breast-gates at Broe locks and the middle gates at Rossnaree are old and weak. 
The gates at” both stations worked fairly well during the year ; but will require repairs 
or renewal at no distant date.

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In the past year, the Board made the first loan for other than fishery purposes, viz. : — 
£1,500 to the Roscommon Town Commissioners, to enable them to purchase a site for 
Fair Green, Town Hall and Market House. 

The total amount of instalments in arrear on the 31st December, 1885, was £1,860, 
of which £203 is irrecoverable. This exhibits a more satisfactory state of things — the 
arrears on 31st December, 1884, amounted to £2,079 — which is attributable to the 
arrears recoveries being now mainly committed to delegates appointed by the Board, in 
place of the proceeding by Civil Bill through the Sessional Crown Solicitors. 

The number of loans made during the year ended 31st December, 1885, was 722, 
amounting to £11,067 19s., a very material increase as compared with the previous 
year, when they numbered 410, with £8,224, and these figures were much in excess of 
previous years’ transactions. 


Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund. 

With respect to this 'fund, the unapplied portion of which on the 31st December, 
1885, amounted to £21,376, which is worked on the same principles as the Irish Re- 
productive Loan Fund, the Board made, in the year, loans to the number of 134, and 
£8,071 in amount. Excepting county Cork, these advances were made to the counties 
situate on the north and east coasts which are not endowed under the Irish Reproductive 
Loan Fund Act. 

The repayments amounted to £3,982, of which £3,162 was in respect of the loans 
made by the late trustees. 

The arrears, we regret to report, have increased from £2,205 to £2,429, the greater 
part of 'which, it is feared, is irrecoverable ; but it is necessary to observe that the 
arrears principally arose before the fund was under our administration. 

On the representation of the Inspectors of Fisheries, the Board have allocated out 
of this fund, the undermentioned sums to counties endowed under the Irish Repro- 
ductive Loan Fund Act, their funds being at present all out on loan.

National Monuments — Irish Church Act, 1869. 

During the past year the necessary works of repair have been completed at the 
Round Towers and Churches at Clones, county of Monaghan, and Drumlane, county of 
Cavan, and also at the numerous pre-historic Forts — Cloghans and Churches, in the 
Arran Islands off Galway Bay. 

The final order of the Commissioners of Church Temporalities vested in this Board 
137 structures for the purpose of preservation as national monuments, and all works 
necessary to put them into such a condition as will resist further damage by time and 
exposure have been carried out at all these structures, with the exception of eleven, 
the repairs of which will be proceeded with in due course. No restorations have been 
executed beyond replacing in position portions of the tracery of windows, dressed arch 
and jamb stones, and similar fragments which may have been found scattered about 
the area of the buildings.

Applications from the Postmaster-General were received during the past year for

Under the provisions of the Tramways Acts of 1860 and 1861 we are required, on the 
application of the promoters of tramway and light railway projects, to cause an inquiry 
to be held into the merits of the undertakings from an engineering point of view, and 
to any modification in that respect which may be advantageously made, and to report 
our opinion thereon. These reports are directed to be submitted to the Grand Juries 
for their consideration in approving of the proposals made, prior to granting a baronial 
guarantee on the amount of capital required for the carrying out of any proposed 
undertaking, and to an Order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council being sought . 

The cost of these inquiries has been defrayed out of funds deposited m our hands by 
the Promoters.

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The guaranteed capital of the seventeen cases which have passed the Council 
amounts to £1,214,000 ; and the total valuation of the guaranteeing area amounts to 
£1,323,541 18s. 

Having been called upon to make enquiry previous to Order in Council being sought 
in three cases in which no guarantee was required, our reports were made to the 
Promoters : these cases were the North Howard-street and Second-street, the Syden- 
ham District, and the Belfast and Ligoniel Street Tramways, all in Belfast. 


Receiver Accounts for Loans. 

The Board deemed it necessary to exercise their right as first Mortgagees, and they 
took possession of the Revenues of the Southern Railway and of the Galway Harbour 
Commissioners. The railway being in lease to the Waterford and Limerick Railway 
Company under a working agreement, the Board is in some measure relieved from the 
consequences arising from the taking of possession of an undertaking of that nature, 
and the result of raking possession places the Board in priority with the Company, 
which is liable to pay the rent under the working agreement, and has saved from the 
expenditure a considerable sum which was previously absorbed by the management. 
The Galway Harbour Dues are also by the taking of possession secured for the benefit 
of the public in exercise of the Board’s rights as Mortgagees.

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APPENDIX C. 

Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, regarding Arklow Harbour. 


In compliance with the instructions of His Excel- 
lency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland that we should 
visit and report on Arklow Harbour Works, now in 
progress of construction, from the designs and under 
the control cf the Board of Works, we visited the 
Harbour on the 5th of September last, accompanied by 
Mr. Manning, engineer-in-chief of the Board of Works, 
and obtained from him and his local Inspector’s, and 
also from the Harbour Master, full information. We 
also met with several traders, merchants, and others 
acquainted with the Harbour, and interested in the 
trade. We had the advantage also of meeting and 
hearing the views of the Earl of Wicklow and the Earl 
of Carysfort. We have since then received from Mr. 
Manning certain borings showing the nature of the 
ground at the site of the outer portion of the break- 
water, and we now beg to. submit the following 
report : — 

The damage done to the South Pier by the storms 
of the winter of 1884—5, and the measures proposed 
for its repair have been already described in Parlia- 
mentary Paper No. 154, which contains the report of 
the Engineer of the Commissioners of Public Works 
in Ireland, dated April, 1885. 

In order, however, to render the subject clear, we 
may briefly state that the South Pier, now in progress, 
consists chiefly of an inner or wharf wall next the 
River Avoca, and an outer or storm wall and parapet, 
the. space betwixt the walls being filled with nibble, 
on which the roadway is formed. Both walls, with 
the exception of the coping and steps of the wharf 
wall, are built of concrete, chiefly in the form of blocks, 
weighing from eight to ten tons, which are founded on 
the sand, which here forms the natural bottom of the 
bay, and during the winter of 1884-5 the sand was 
washed away from beneath the foundations of part of 
the sea wall, which then settled downwards and out- 
wards. 

The injured portions of the wall were taken down as 
low as the upper bed of the foundation course which 
had slipped outwards, and lay with an inclination 
seawards. Concrete, in bags, was deposited on the top 
of the foundation course, formed so as to bring up the 
sloping surface to the level, and on this the superin- 
cumbent wall was reconstructed, and, as a further 
protection, concrete blocks and rubble stone have been 
deposited along the toe of the breakwater with the view 
of preventing a repetition of the undermining. 

As regards the manner of completing the pier, and 
the construction of the pierhead, we find from borings 
which we have had made, that at the pierhead the sea- 
bed for a depth of nine feet consists of sand and gravel, 
the lower portion, for four to five feet in thickness, 
being of compact gravel ; immediately under this bed 
of gravel there is a depth of fourteen feet of soft 
muddy sand, and. under this there is strong boulder 
clay, the upper surface of which being thirty-seven to 
thirty-eight feet under the level of low- water. The 
clay would afford a quite satisfactory foundation, but 
the great depth would involve a very large expenditure, 
and we have, therefore, to recommend that the founda- 
tions of the pierhead should stop at the top gravel 
bed, or about twenty-one to twenty-two feet under low 
water, and that from that level the pier should be 
carried up of solid concrete. 

For the further security of that portion of the break- 
water already built, we recommend that the measures 


adopted by the chief engineer be earned out and 
extended when necessary. 

Following out this course, heavy rubble, similar to 
some which we saw in the quarry, and averaging 
35 cwt. each stone, should be thrown along the outside 
of the storm wall already built for a width of about 
forty feet, measured from the toe of the wall, and for 
a depth of about five feet. Rubble of a similar 
character should also be thrown along that portion of 
the storm wall not yet built, and round the pierhead, 
rising to a height of not less than ten feet under low 
water ; also along the toe of the inner wall from the 
outer extremity inwards for a length of about 300 feet, 
and for a width of about thirty feet, and rising to 
within about twelve feet of low water. 

• We saw in the quarries a stock of selected rubble 
ready to throw in during winter seasons or after storms, 
in case it should be required, and we think this a 
very wise and desirable provision, which should be 
continued ; for it must be borne in mind that damage 
from heavy gales frequently occurs to unconsolidated 
sea works constructed on sand in exposed situations, 
and we cannot give any distinct assurance that none 
such will take place to the portion of the pier already 
built, but we trust that with the precautions we have 
suggested no serious injury will occur. 

We have further to recommend that the quay wall 
adjoining the pierhead should be carried to the same 
depth for the distance landwards shown in blue lines 
on the sketch, or such other distance as, in the 
opinion of the chief engineer, may be deemed necessary. 
For the sake of simplifying the execution of this 
solid pierhead, the blocks already made for the sixty 
feet or so of the sea wall next the pierhead should be 
slightly reduced in breadth on their lower beds, and 
the lower block set by so much inwards, so as to gradu- 
ally bring the present face slope of 1 to 1 to about A to 
1 at the point where the solid wall begins. 

These additional works on the pierhead (in the 
desirability of which we hope the chief engineer to 
the Board of Works will concur) will involve only a 
small additional expenditure. 

With x’egard to the pier on the north side of the 
river, considering that the channel has maintained its 
depth up to the present time, and that local authorities 
are adverse to its being proceeded with, we would 
recommend that its construction should be postponed 
until there is further experience of the effect which the 
South Pier, when completed, may have on the sea and 
river currents. The direction of the South Pier, we 
consider, has been judiciously chosen, and that it is 
preferable to other plans that have been suggested. 

In making the foregoing recommendations it is not 
to be supposed that we can say exactly what may be 
found necessary as the work proceeds, especially when 
the shifting nature of the bottom is considei’ed. In- 
deed we hardly know of any instance in which a large 
harbour work in such an exposed situation as that at 
Arklow has been completed without some modifica- 
tions in the design being made from time to time 
during the course of the work, such as experience of 
the place seemed to call for, and it may be safely left 
to the Engineer to the Board of Works to make suck 
fxxrtker modifications as may appear necessary as the 
work proceeds.

Sir, — In reply to your letter of the *T9th January 
last, I am directed to forward herewith a copy of the 
Board’s Engineer’s Report of the 8th inst., showing 
the cost which would be entailed by completing the 
Arklow Harbour, according to the recommendations 
of Messrs. Stevenson and Stoney, in their report of 
the 8th January, 1886, and to observe that while ac- 
cepting the result as shown by the contractor’s tender, 
the Board are of opinion that it would be prudent to 
add £1,000 for contingencies, thus raising the estimate 
for the works (exclusive of £5,000 paid for acquiring 
the rights of the Wicklow Copper Mine Company) 
from £30,000 as provided for by the Arklow Harbour 
Act of 1882 (45 Vic., c. 13), to £40,500. If the North- 
ern groin be omitted, the total estimate, with similar 
addition for contingencies, would be £35,500, 

As in the first case an additional sum of £10,500, 
and the. second £5,500, would have to be provided for, 
the excess, should the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury see fit to sanction one or other of 
the schemes, would have to be provided for as laid 
down in section 5 of the Act, viz., by convening a 
special meeting of the Town Commissioners to declare 
their opinion as to the expediency of charging the rates 
of the town with the repayment of such further loan 
to be advanced by this Board. 

In dealing generally with the subject of completing 
tlie harbour, the Board think it only due to themselves 
at this stage to point out that by far the greater portion 
of the excess outlay now estimated for is due to the 
method suggested by Messrs. Stevenson and Stoney of 
building up solid with deep foundations the last sixty 
feet in length of the work ; if, however, as admitted, 
the section given by the Board’s Engineer to the whole 
of the remainder, and no less exposed portion of the 
work, is sufficiently reliable, they are unable to see why 
any change of this character should be required at the 
head of the pier. 

Without in the least impugning the high professional 
authority of the eminent Engineers who have reported 
on the work, the Board consider it right to state their 
preference for the section as designed by their 
Engineer, and which, if carried out, would only entail 
an excess of £2,000 ; or again, should the northern 
groin be rejected, would enable, a saving of about 
£1,000 in all to be effected. 

As regards this latter feature of the design, the 
Board are quite satisfied that its omission will leave 
the harbour greatly exposed, and will with time prove 
to be a grave error.

Report of the Engineer to the Commissioners 
of Public Works in Ireland. 

Arklow Harbour. 

Office of Public Works, 
Dublin, 8th March, 1886. 

On the 26th January last the Board referred to me a 
letter from the Under Secretary to His Excellency the 
Lord Lieutenant, forwarding a Report from Messrs. Steven- 
son and Stoney, the Engineers specially sent to examine 
and report on Arklow Harbour, and with a request that the 
Board should favour His Excellency with their observations 
thereon. 

I prepared and forwarded to Mr. MacDonald (the Con- 
tractor) plans and description of the works proposed, and 
having obtained an estimate from him, I now beg to submit 
the following Report : — 

The total length measured along the parapet of the sea 
wall of the Southern Pier is 700 feet, and along the wharf 
wall 575 feet. During the year, 1885, the work was com- 
pleted to within 120 feet of the Pier Head, the damage re- 
ferred to in my Report of the 15th April, 1885 (printed by 
order of the House of Commons), was made good, and a 
large quantity of heavy concrete blocks and rubble was de- 
posited at the base of the sea wall. 

These measures were approved on inspection by the Con- 
sulting Engineers, who recommended that they should be 
carried out, and, where necessary, extended. 

Although they do not give any distinct assurance thaf no 
further damage will take place, they trust that with the 
precautions suggested in their Report no serious injury will 
occur. 

With the exception of this protection to the base of the 
walls, they do not suggest any improvement on the original 
design until within 60 feet of the Pier Head, beyond which, 
and for another length of 60 feet next it on the landward 
side, no works have as yet been executed. For this outer 
half of the work to be done, they recommend that the pier 
shall be constructed of one solid mass of concrete, founded 
at a depth of between 21 and 22 feet below low water. In 
the course of the investigation special borings were made 
at their request in order to ascertain at what depth a firm 
clay foundation existed, and it was ascertained to be from 
37 to 38 feet below low water, a depth at which they do not 
recommend the pier to be founded, in consequence of the 
very large expenditure it would involve. 

Mr. MacDonald, the Contractor, in submitting his estimate, 
does not undertake any responsibility in carrying out these 
additional works, and stipulates that the quantities are to be 
ascertained as the work is put in. 

It remains for me to report the cost of the completion of 
the works. The total sum provided (exclusive of the pur- 
chase of the rights of the Wicklow Copper Mine Company) 
was £30,000. To complete the entire works with the altera- 
tions and additions recommended by Messrs. Stevenson and 
Stoney, will cost £39,500. If it be decided not to construct 
the Northern Groin the expenditure will be reduced to 
£34,500. 

To complete the entire works according to original design, 
and with such protection as was anticipated to be necessary, 
when I reported in April, 1885, will cost £31 ,500, which may 
be called £32,000, so as to provide for any unseen contin- 
gency. 

To complete same with the exception of the North Groin 
will cost £29,000. 


* 1397/86. 
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It will be observed that the saving to be effected by 
abandoning the construction of tlie Northern Groin, is 
estimated at £5,000 in the case of the revised design, and 
only at £3,000 in the original one. The explanation is, all 
the blocks are made for the Groin and paid for, and a larger 


quantity of them will be used in the revised work (in sub- 
stitution of heavy rubble) than in the completion of the 
original works.

APPENDIX D. 

Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, regarding Fishery Piers in the 
County, of Donegal, Ireland. By Thomas Stevenson, Pres. R.S.E., M. Inst. C.E. 


On the 24th July last, I attended by desire of the 
Under Secretary, a conference at the Castle, Dublin, 
upon the subject of the Donegal Harbours. At that 
meeting it was explained to me, that the design and 
construction of those harbours by the Board of Public 
Works, had been made the subject of complaints by 
the County Surveyor of North Donegal, and that the 
Grand Jury of that cpunty had asked that inquiry 
should be made into those charges by an independent 
engineer. 

Various documents bearing on the question were 
put into my hands, and I was asked to make a local 
investigation and inspection of each of the harbours 
complained of, and to report to His Excellency my 
opinion on the questions raised. 

The documents submitted to me were : — 

(1.) Copy Report to the Grand Jury, by Mr. Harte, 
County Surveyor for North Donegal, dated 11th 
March, 1885, on the Piers and Harbours of the 
County of Donegal, presented at ' Spring Assizes of 
1885. 

(2.) Copy of same Report, excluding the Piers and 
Harbours of Southern Donegal. 

(3.) Copy of Report on the Piers and Harbours of 
Southern Donegal by Mr. Gahan, the County Surveyor 
of that District, also presented to the Grand Jury at 
Spring Assizes of -1885. 

(4.) . Copy Report by General Sankey, Chairman of 
the Board of Works, dated 19th September, 1884, 
with an appendix and niap. 

(5.) Copy of Resolution of the Grand J ury at Spring 
Assizes, 1885, on the subject of these Harbours and 
demanding inquiry. 

(6.) Report by the Chairman of the Board of 
Works to the Under-Secretary, dated April, 1885. 

(7.) Working plans and sections of each of the 
Harbour Works, with general map showing sites. 

I also received from Mr. Sinclair a long letter, 
dated 29th July, 1885, giving much information 
regarding many of the Haibours ; and have received, 
in the course of my inspection, a memorial regarding 
the Harbour at Culdaff, and a copy resolution of the 
Grand Jury at Summer Assizes of 1885, as to certain 
parties with whom I should communicate. I also 
received from Mr. Harte, after my inspections had 
been finished, notes regarding the Donegal Piers. 

The whole of these documents I have carefully 
perused and considered, and, having visited the 
various Harboui'S, along with the County Surveyors 
of each district, and obtained local information, I 
have the honour to submit the following Report 

I think it unnecessary to notice seriatim all the 
allegations which have been made regarding the 
Harbour Works, which have been carried out by the 
Public Works Board, in Donegal, or the explanations 
and confutations which have been offered in respect 
of these charges, but simply to state the opinion 
which I have myself formed of the design and con- 
struction of these works, and their present condition, 
as based upon a personal inspection, and upon infor- 
mation received on the spot from the fishermen and 
others. 

I have put in an appendix the information received 
at each harbour, with small illustrative plans of each 
place, and I have also added the opinion which I 
formed, and wrote down on the spot, both as to the 
condition of the harbours, and what further improve- 


ments seemed to me to be wanted. The information 
given in this appendix renders a lengthened report 
unnecessary. 

The works which have been canied out by the 
Public Works Board, are not. in the strict sense of the 
term harbours. In no case has an area of sheltered 
water been enclosed, where boats might lie with safety 
in all states of the weather. Many of the works are 
simply landing places, partially sheltered by short 
piers or breakwaters, intended to enable boats when 
the weather was suitable to approach the coast and. 
land their fish, and be afterwards drawn up on the 
beach or on slips provided for the purpose, so as to be 
beyond the reach of the surf during storms. This 
description of work appears to be well suited to the 
wants of the Donegal fishermen as they at present 
exist. The fishing population is distributed pretty 
generally all along the coast, and prosecute the fishings 
as near to their homes as possible; so that by the 
construction of a number of small ports, much greater 
facilities are afforded them than would be by the con- 
struction of two or three large expensive harbours 
situated at great distances from the homes of the men. 
This system of working necessarily implies the use 
of small boats, and consequently the craft employed 
are only about 24 feet keel, and carry about 3 tons. 
It is to this class of boats that the works executed 
have been adapted, and have been in my opinion in 
almost every case well designed. The fishermen I 
found to be most grateful for what had been done for 
them, and any demand which they made, was with 
one exception (viz., the removal of the slip at Buna- 
truhan), not in the way of change requiring the 
demolition of anything which had been done, but of 
extension or further improvement, generally of a 
moderate and reasonable nature ; indeed, I feel bound 
to say that in my interviews with the fishermen, I 
found them to be a most intelligent class of men, and 
quite competent to judge of the effect, which the pro- 
posals they made w ould have if carried out. 

With regard to the sites chosen for the piers, I 
find that there is general satisfaction among the men 
in the locality of the piers which have been made, 
the complaint being that additional piers are wanted, 
and not against those which exist. No doubt at 
Downies it was stated that the pier should have been 
at a point further seaward, and carried into deeper 
water, but, in my opinion, the expenditure which 
such a work would involve, would be altogether 
unjustifiable in such a place, and what is really 
wanted is the formation of a slip at the root of the 
present pier to enable boats to be hauled up out of 
the reach of the sea. A similar statement was made 
to me at Port Noo, by Mr. Scott, who proposed that 
the pier should be farther out, and carried into a 
depth of about six fathoms, a work involving a veiy 
large expenditure ; while the opinion of others was 
that the pier should be rebuilt on the former site, 
and the beach cleared for hauling up boats, with 
which opinion I fully concur. 

Regarding the stability and general sufficiency of 
the works, I am of opinion that, notwithstanding the 
existence in some cases of slight cracks in the con- 
crete work, that the works are substantially executed. 
The only exception to this being the pier at Buncrana, 
wliich is constructed of masonry, and was designed by 
Mr. Forsyth in 1868, a date prior to the general 
adoption of concrete for harbour works.

If there has" been any fault it is that economy has 
perhaps been carried a little too far, as some of the 
parapet walls have been made rather thinner than I 
should have thought advisable ; but the works have 
been tested by very severe storms accompanied by 
high tides, and do not appear to have suffered any 
serious injury. 

The result of my inquiry is such as to satisfy me 
that there has been nothing in the proceedings of 
the Board of Public Works or their Engineer, or of 
the Fisheries Commissioners, in regard to these 
harbours, to warrant the charges which have been 
brought against them. On the contrary I am of 
opinion that their having carried out such a number 
of harbour works in so short a time, on such a very 
exposed part of the coast, with an almost, entire 
freedom from damage, and to the undoubted generally 
expressed satisfaction of the fishermen, is highly 
creditable to the Board ; and will, in my judgment, 
compare favourably with the proceedings of any 


harbour authority in the country. I also beg to 
state, with special reference to the allegations made 
regarding the shortening, &c., of the Teelin pier, that 
I have particularly examined the whole documents 
relating to the transaction, and I am satisfied that it 
was conducted in the most regular manner, and that 
there exists not a vestige of foundation for the 
reflections upon the honour or the professional repu- 
tation of the Chief Engineer. 

I have only to express my yery many obligations 
to Mr. Gahan and to Mr. Harte for their obliging 
assistance during my inquii'ies in the county, and 
for the assistance of Mr. Manning, who placed freely 
at my disposal the whole of the plans and other 
documents connected both with the old and more 
recently constructed harbours of Donegal. •
